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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not disclose a method of optimally controlling the size of fluid particles discharged 
from an aerosol tip mechanism having all of the limitations recited in the independent claim 
especially minimizing a rate of change of width of the plurality of fluid channels. Although 
Garcia et al. discloses in column 2, lines 46-54 that the flow path is reduced to as short as 
possible, thereby reducing head loss, Garcia et al. does not disclose minimizing a rate of change 
of width of the plurality of fluid channels or that pressure differential and celerity in the plurality 
of fluid channels are maximized. Thus the instant claims are deemed allowable over the prior art 
of record.
